Alleged gunman’s 
rifle jammed, 
preventing even 
more bloodshed 

Aurora, Colo. 

New details about the midnight- 
movie shooting rampage in Auro- 
ra, Colo., suggest that the death 
toll could have 
been even worse, 
a law enforce- 
ment source said 
Sunday. 

There also 
emerged a new 
twist in the nar- 
rative that indi- 
cates the alleged 
shooter, identi- 
fied by authorities 
as James Holm- 
es, did not imme- 
diately surrender 
to police. 

The law enforcement source, 
who is close to the investigation 
but not authorized to speak pub- 
licly, said something went awry 
in the killer’s planned assault at 
the Century 16 theater during the 
midnight screening Friday of “The 
Dark Knight Rises.” Police said the 
alleged gunman had three weap- 
ons: a Remington shotgun, a Smith 
& Wesson M&P assault rifle, and a 
Clock 40-caliber handgun. 

The semiautomatic assault rifle 
can fire 50 to 60 rounds per min- 
ute and is designed to hold large 
ammunition clips. Holmes alleged- 
ly had obtained a 100 -round drum 
magazine, but large magazines are 
notorious for jamming. 

The law enforcement official 
said authorities believe Holmes 
first used the shotgun — some vic- 
tims have buckshot wounds — and 
then began using the assault rifle, 
which jammed. He then resorted 
to the handgun. 

Holmes is accused of killing 12 


people and wounding 58 in one of 
the worst mass shootings in Amer- 
ican history. 

Aurora Mayor Steve Hogan said 
nine of the people wounded were 
in critical condition and some had 
undergone several surgeries. The 
death toll could rise, officials said. 

Meanwhile, Glenn Rotkovich, 
owner of the Lead Valley Range, 
in Byers, Colo., said he received an 
email from Holmes on June 25 ask- 
ing for an application to join the 
shooting range. Rotkovich called

Holmes to have him come to the 
range for orientation. 

“I got his answering machine. It 
was a very bass, very deep-sound- 
ing, guttural voice.” Rotkovich said. 
“It was ... bizarre.” He tried to reach 
Holmes twice and told his staff to 
not accept him into the club. 

Initial police accounts said Hol- 
mes surrendered without incident. 
But Aurora Police Chief Dan Oates, 
in an interview on CBS’ “Face the 
Nation” on Sunday, said that officers 
might have mistaken Holmes for a 
SWAT officer.

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Poverty Rising at Record Rates 


Nation could see the 
highest percentage of 
poor sinee the 1960s 

Washington 

The ranks of America’s poor are on 
track to climb to levels unseen in 
nearly half a century, erasing gains 
from the war on poverty in the 
1960s amid a weak economy and 
fraying government safety net. 

Census figures for 2011 will be 
released this fall. The Associated 
Press surveyed more than a dozen 
economists, think tanks and aca- 
demics, both nonpartisan and those 
with known liberal or conservative 


leanings, and found a broad con- 
sensus: The official poverty rate 
will rise from 15.1 percent in 2010, 
climbing as high as 15.7 percent. 
Several predicted a more modest 
gain, but even a 0.1 percentage 
point increase would put poverty 
at the highest level since 1965. 

Poverty is spreading at record 
levels across many groups, from 
underemployed workers and sub- 
urban families to the poorest poor. 
More discouraged workers are giv- 
ing up on the job market, leaving 
them vulnerable as unemploy- 
ment aid begins to run out. Sub- 
urbs are seeing increases in pov- 
erty, including in such political 
battlegrounds as Colorado, Flor- 


By the Numbers 

The analysts' poverty rate esti- 
mates suggest that some 47 million 
people in the U.S., or 1 in 6, were poor 
last year. An increase of one-tenth 
of a percentage point to 15.2 percent 
would tie the 1983 rate, the highest 
since 1965. The highest level on re- 
cord was 22.4 percent in 1959, when 
the government began calculating 
poverty figures. Poverty is closely tied 
to joblessness. While the unemploy- 
ment rate improved from 9.6 percent 
in 2010 to 8.9 percent in 2011, the em- 
ployment-population ratio remained 
largely unchanged, meaning many 
stopped looking for work, (ap)

Few people advocate cuts in 
anti-poverty programs.

Opposition moves in 
to capture economic 
hub as war spreads 

Beirut 

A new rebel group boasting some 
1,000 fighters launched an opera- 
tion Sunday to capture Syria’s larg- 
est city, Aleppo, while government 
troops rolled back opposition gains 
in the capital of Damascus. 

The spread of fighting into a 
second major metropolis displayed 
the rebels’ growing confidence 
even though they still can’t hold 
ground against the government’s 
heavy weapons, pushing Syria’s 
civil war toward a new phase of 
destructive urban combat. 

On Sunday, however, a group 
calling itself the “Brigade of Uni- 
fication” announced in an online 
video that it was launching an oper- 
ation in Aleppo, Syria’s most popu- 
lated city and a key commercial hub 
that has remained relatively quiet 


throughout the uprising. 

“We gave the orders to march 
on Aleppo with the aim of lib- 
erating it,” said Col. Abdul-Jab- 
bar Mohammed Akidi, one of the 
group’s leaders. 


The push into Aleppo follows 
weeks of high-level military defec- 
tions, soaring death tolls, fierce 
fighting near President Bashar 
Assad’s seat of power and a bomb 
blast Wednesday that killed four 


top players in his regime’s efforts 
to crush those seeking to end his 
rule. Rebels also captured sever- 
al border crossings with Iraq and 
Turkey. The opposition’s momen- 
tum put the regime on the defensive 
for the first time in the 16 -month 
conflict. 

But while the gradual swelling 
of their ranks and increasing orga- 
nization have allowed them to push 
into major cities, they remain large- 
ly unable to hold ground against 
Assad’s forces. 

Assad himself briefly appeared 
on state TV on Sunday receiving 
his new army chief of staff, Gen. 
Ali Ayyoub, whose predecessor 
was killed in Wednesday’s bomb- 
ing. Assad has not spoken public- 
ly since the attack. 

The week’s violence pushed 
the death toll above 19,000, the 
U.K.-based Syrian Observatory for 
Human Rights said. More than 100 
people were killed Sunday, it said, 
including at least 24 government

Japanese authorities are investi- 
gating subcontractors on suspi- 
cion that they forced workers at 
the tsunami-hit nuclear plant to 
underreport the amount of radia- 
tion they were exposed to so they 
could stay on the job longer. 
Labor officials said Sunday that 


an investigation had begun over the 
weekend following media reports 
of a cover-up at the Fukushima 
Dai-ichi plant after the March 2011 
earthquake and tsunami crisis. 

A subcontractor of plant oper- 
ator Tokyo Electric Power Co., or 
TEPCO, acknowledged having nine 
workers cover their dosimeters 
with lead plates late last year so the 
instrument would indicate a lower 
level of radiation exposure.

on a plant job. Work at highly con- 
taminated areas could quickly eat 
up a worker’s quota. 

Health and Labor Ministry 
officials repeatedly issued warn- 
ings to TEPCO during the first 


few months of the crisis about the 
company’s lax oversight of work- 
ers’ exposures. 

The investigation marks the first 
time the government has looked 
into the case, believed to be part of 
a widespread practice at the plant 
since it was hit by the worst atom- 
ic crisis since Chernobyl.

D.C.'s Second Rush Hour 


At night, infrequent 
buses make for a long 
wait along 16th Street 

Transportation 

One overcrowded bus had flown 
past this bus stop, and then anoth- 
er, before Victoria Reyes began to 
worry — again — about when she’d 
ever get home. 

From the corner of l6th and P 
streets NW, home was four miles 
uphill in the District’s Brightwood 
neighborhood. But on this July night, 
it seemed even farther. It was 10:20 
p.m., and she had just clocked out of 
her second job of the day — vacu- 
uming, dusting and mopping office 
buildings. Reyes, 62, considered 
walking, but her feet tingled. 

“They hurt so much,” she said. 
“We don’t get good service here. 
Everyone complains.” 

Hours after most white-collar 


workers have settled in their homes, 
a second evening rush crowds 
the region’s bus system. Between 
10 and 11 p.m., conversations com- 
mence in Spanish, Thai and Amhar- 
ic among bus riders ending shifts 
downtown as security guards, clean- 
ers, servers and busboys. That is, if 
they can get on the bus.

After 7 p.m., the l6th Street 
routes, known as the S2 and the S45 
are the city’s most crowded. Bodies 
squeeze up against the exit doors 
by the time the bus hits I6th and P, 
the ninth of 51 stops between the 
Federal Triangle and Silver Spring 
Metrorail stations. Bus arrivals are 


erratic, waits are long and patience 
is a necessity. “What can we do?” 
said Ana Ramirez, 24, who lives 
in Columbia Heights. “You adapt 
to the system.” 

Reyes had to wait anoth- 
er 20 minutes before a third bus 
approached. This bus actually 
stopped but Reyes and about a 
half dozen others were left behind 
again. Her total wait time before 
she got on a bus? Forty minutes. 

Metro added an express bus 
route along I6th Street, but it ends 
by 7 p.m. Planners want to add more 
extra-long buses at night, but offi- 
cials say there’s not enough space 
at the I6th Street line’s depots to 
accommodate them. Another pro- 
posal to stagger bus departures has 
not happened. 

“We could use more buses out 
there in the evenings,” said Jim 
Hamre, a Metrobus planner.

Governor considers 
special session to OK 
National Harbor plan 

Washington 

Within days, Maryland Gov. Martin 
O’Malley is expected to announce 
whether he’ll call a special session 
to consider legislation that would 
allow a Las Vegas-style casino in 
Prince George’s County. 

If the measure passes, state reg- 
ulators could face a sticky situation 
long before a proposed $800 mil- 
lion casino run by MGM Resorts 
would rise at National Harbor: Do 
they want to give their blessing to 
a gaming company whose busi- 
ness partner’s family in China has 
alleged ties to organized crime? 


When confronted with a similar 
question a couple of years ago. New 
Jersey, a state that is no stranger 
to organized crime, balked — lead- 
ing to MGM’s expected exit from 
Atlantic City. 

But in Maryland, it is unclear 
what would happen. 


Both MGM and the Peterson 
Cos., the developer of Nation- 
al Harbor, say they are confident 
that MGM won’t face similar resis- 
tance if they seek a gaming license 
in Maryland. 

Among other things, they 
point out that four states, includ- 


ing Nevada, where most of MGM’s 
casinos are, have not taken simi- 
lar actions as in New Jersey. But 
most everyone, including MGM, 
acknowledges that the company’s 
arrangement in Macau, China, 
would be heavily scrutinized in 
Maryland — with an outcome that 
is hard to predict, according to sev- 
eral experts. 

“In New Jersey and Nevada, 
they looked at the same evidence 
and came to different conclusions,” 
said William R. Eadington, direc- 
tor of the Institute for the Study of 
Gambling and Commercial Gam- 
ing at the University of Nevada 
at Reno. 

Maryland is new enough to 
the business that it does not yet 
have a well-established reputation 
regarding its level of scrutiny. But 


in one instance in which a license 
was awarded, Maryland officials 
showed a willingness to accom- 
modate an applicant. 

Last fall, the state lottery com- 
mission voted to relax a rule 
designed to keep people with past 
gambling transgressions from win- 
ning licenses. 

The action, taken the day before 
bids were due for a Baltimore slots 
casino, appeared to remove a hur- 
dle for Dan Gilbert, the majority 
owner of the Cleveland Cavaliers 
basketball team, to participate in 
the project. 

Gilbert was arrested in 1981 
in connection with an alleged 
sports bookmaking operation, 
but he was not convicted and his 
record was expunged, johnwagner

A Do-Nothing Approach 
To Obamacare in Virginia 


Richmond 

Ken Cuccinelli II, the first state 
attorney general in the nation to sue 
over the federal health-care law, has 
hit upon a new anti-“Obamacare” 
strategy that is much easier than 
going to court: Do nothing. 

Virginia and other states can 
shield businesses from hefty fines 
for not providing adequate health 
insurance for employees, he con- 
tends, simply by refusing to set up 
their own state-based insurance 
exchanges. Cuccinelli bases that 
legal theory on a quirk in the law, 
one variously attributed to sloppy 
drafting, political miscalculation 
or both: It includes a provision to 
impose those fines under state- 
based exchanges, but not under a 
federal one. 

“In the law, it says those penal- 
ties don’t apply if the federal gov- 
ernment sets up the exchange,” 
he told a tea party last week. 
“Whoops!” 

Supporters of the law acknowl- 


edge the wording glitch but say the 
matter has been clarified through 
regulations subsequentiy issued by 
the Internal Revenue Service. 

Crafted by a Cato Institute 
scholar about a year ago, the theory 
started quietly making the rounds 
among conservative think-tank 
scholars, attor- 
neys general, law- 
yers and bloggers 
while the matter 
was before the 
Supreme Court. 
It has picked up 
steam since the 
law was upheld. 

For Affordable Care Act foes, 
who first tried to kill the law in 
the courts and now aim to do so by 
electing Republican Mitt Romney 
president, the do-nothing approach 
is a long-range Plan C. “This could 
bring down the entire law,” said 
Michael F. Cannon, the Cato Insti- 
tute’s director of health policy stud- 
ies who crafted the argument.

Report says private 
student loans mirror 
subprime lending 

Washington 

Risky lending caused private stu- 
dent loan debt to balloon in the 
past decade, leaving many Amer- 
icans struggling to pay off loans 
they can’t afford, a government 
study says. 

Private lenders gave out money 
without considering whether bor- 
rowers would repay, then bundled 
and resold the loans to investors to 
avoid losing money when students 
defaulted, according to a 131-page 
report by the Education Depart- 
ment and the Consumer Finan- 
cial Protection Bureau released 
Friday. 

Those practices are closely asso- 
ciated with subprime mortgage

lending, which inflated the hous- 
ing bubble and helped bring about 
the 2008 financial crisis. 

Student loans fall into two main 
categories: loans directly from the 
government and those offered by 
banks and other private financial 
companies. The report focused on 
private student loans, which spiked 
from $5 billion in loans originat- 
ed in 2001 to more than $20 bil- 
lion in 2008. After the financial 
crisis, as lending standards tight- 


ened, the market shrank to $6 bil- 
lion in 2011. 

Private student loans are riskier 
than federal loans, the study said. 
They often carry variable interest 
rates, which can cause monthly pay- 
ments to rise unexpectedly. Federal 
loans offer fixed interest rates. 

In many cases, if a borrower is 
unable to repay, federal loans can be 
postponed or reduced. Those options 
are rare for private loans, the study 
said. Students often did not under- 
stand the difference between federal 
and private loans, causing many to 
take out costly student loans when 
they were eligible for cheaper, safer 
government loans. 

American consumers still owe 
more than $150 billion in private 
student loan debt, the study said. 
Including federal loans, Ameri- 
cans now owe more than $1 tril- 
lion in student loan debt, accord- 
ing to the CFPB. DANIEL WAGNER (AP)

Several weeks ago, many of us 
learned the pain of living without 
air conditioning for the first time. 
But living with air conditioning can 
be a costly venture. 

Thankfully, whether you’re 
using window units or central air, 
there are ways to conserve energy 
and keep costs down. 

“Taking a combination of steps, 
beginning when you first install 
your air conditioner, can help you 
save and use energy more effi- 
ciently,” said Karl Neddenien, 
spokesman for Dominion Virgin- 
ia Power.

Replace Older Units 

When it comes to air conditioners, 
you should always update. A room 
air conditioner carries an ener- 
gy efficiency ratio, or the ratio of 
the cooling capacity to the power. 
If you have an old air conditioner 
with an FFR of 5, you can cut costs 
in half by replacing it with a new 
one with an FFR of 10. 

The Programmable 
Thermostat 

According to the Fnvironmental 
Protection Agency, you can save 
more than $150 annually on air 
conditioning by setting a program- 
mable thermostat if you have cen- 
tral air conditioning.

Window Units 

“If you’re buying a window air con- 
ditioner, check the label to see how 
many square feet it is supposed to 
cool,” Neddenien said. Because air 
conditioners have to remove humidi- 
ty while also cooling the air, it’s vital 
that you get the right size unit for the 
square footage of your room. Also, 
choose a window unit that has an 
energy-saving mode. 

The Little Things 

Fnergy experts remind us to close 
window blinds to keep heat out. 
Also, closing doors to empty rooms 
helps contain cool air in the parts 
you need it. Flectrical applianc- 
es, too, such as light bulbs and 
even computers will heat a room. 
If you’re leaving the house, make 
sure to close doors and turn off all 
electronics to contain cool air and 
keep temperatures low. 

Outside Your Home 

If you’re planning on doing any 
home improvements, experts 
recommend planting shrubbery 
and trees around your house to 
prevent heat from coming in.

Taking Charge in D.C. 

The District has some of the most aggressive and in- 
novative testing programs in the country — includ- 
ing free HIV testing at a Department of Motor Vehicles 
branch, an Anacostia social services center and more 
than 20 other sites around the city. The city’s HIV in- 
fection rate is higher than any state’s and is among the 
highest for cities: There are 14,465 adolescents and 
adults diagnosed as living with HIV, or about 2.7 per- 
cent of the population. That is well above the 1 per- 
cent considered by the World Health Organization to 
be a general epidemic. In addition to those diagnosed 
cases, 4,000 to 5,000 people “are walking around the 
District of Columbia and they don’t know they’re posi- 
tive,’’ said Gregory Pappas, senior deputy director at 
the District’s health department. Following new na- 
tional recommendations on HIV treatment, the District 
announced last month that health-care providers will 
start treatment immediately for all those newly diag- 
nosed instead of waiting for evidence that someone’s 
immune system has been severely damaged, (twp) 


No Cure, but Hope 


At conference’s start, experts urge more 
tests and treatment to stop HIV infections 


Washington 

Jerome Smith said he never got tested 
for HIV until it was almost too late. By 
the time he was checked five years ago, 
his immune system was so weakened, 
he had developed AIDS. The doctor 
told Smith, a D.C. government work- 
er, that he had probably been infected 
for at least a decade. 

Smith, now 39, says he doesn’t 
understand how his disease had been 
missed. In the two years before the 
diagnosis, he had been treated for pneu- 
monia, unexplained fever and a dead- 
ly bacterial infection. Each time, he 
underwent countless tests. Not once, 
he said, did anyone test for HIV. 

“They kept taking my blood and 
telling me they were going to see 
what’s wrong,” Smith said. “I thought 
they were automatically testing me for 
everything.” 

As the International AIDS Confer- 
ence began Sunday in Washington, 
organizers called for increases in HIV 
testing and treatment. Testing-and- 
treating is now the central AIDS pre-

vention strategy in the U.S., providing 
a critical tool beyond condoms, behav- 
ior change, clean hypodermic needles 
and a safe blood supply. 

Experts say treatment-as-preven- 
tion has the potential to dramatically 
alter the landscape of the epidemic. Not 
only does treatment improve a person’s 


health, but treating people with anti- 
retroviral therapy can prevent the 
virus from being transmitted. 

“While we undoubtedly still need 
a cure and a vaccine, we can save 
millions of lives with the knowledge 
we have today if we fully implement the 
proven strategies we now have to treat 
those living with HIV and prevent new 
infections,” said Diane Havlir, the U.S. 
co-chairwoman of the conference. 

Yet about 51 percent of Americans 
don’t know that treatment helps prevent 
the spread of the disease, according to 
a poll by The Washington Post and the 
Kaiser Family Foundation. 

Surveys show that about 70 percent 
of people recently diagnosed as HIV- 
positive in Washington had gone to a 
doctor within the previous year but 
weren’t offered the test, said Gregory 
Pappas of D.C. ’s health department. 

Too often, physicians’ mindsets are 
stuck in the 1980s, said Lisa Fitzpatrick

of United Medical Center. “They don’t 
test their married people. ... They’re very 
uncomfortable talking about sex.” 

The District is the only jurisdiction 
that enacted a law requiring insurers to 
cover the cost of an HIV test in emer- 
gency rooms. Since 2006, D.C. has pro- 
L vided free test kits and funding for 
\ staff to perform the tests in emer- 
^ gency rooms. 

/ Why don’t more patients ask 
r for the test? 

“It’s stigma in spades,” said Justin 
Goforth of the Whitman-Walker clinic 
in Northwest Washington. 

Despite medical advances that allow 
people with HIV to live a normal life, he 
said, many people only remember the 
dire images from the epidemic’s early 
years: toxic medications, discrimina- 
tion and death. 

Smith began treatment after his HIV 
diagnosis. But by the end of 2010, he 
was in hospice care and blind. He was 
told he had three weeks to live. 

Then, a hospice nurse persuad- 
ed Smith to see John Bartlett, a lead- 
ing AIDS specialist at Johns Hopkins. 
By mid-2011, the virus was no longer 
detectable. Smith gained 90 pounds. 

“His weight went up, and his smile 
went up,” Bartlett said. “He was one 
of the most rewarding patients I’ve 
ever had.” 

Smith now gets treated at the Whit- 
man-Walker clinic. His drug regimen 
is the same: four pills twice a day.

That unique state of conscious- 
ness was surely all the more intense 
Friday, when the crowd of parents,

logical state. 

Uri Hasson, an assistant professor 
of psychology at Princeton Universi- 
ty, has studied MRI images of people 
watching film footage. He describes 
moviegoing as a powerful experience 
that makes people “very attentive and 
very absorbed and very engaged.” He’s 
also discovered that the brain respons- 
es of people watching the same film 
are startlingly similar. “Something 
happens to the brains [where] they all 
become in sync,” he said. “You can see 
the brain responses of everyone becom- 
ing very similar and melting into the 
movie and being coupled.” 

The cinematic experience is so 
potent that it’s no surprise that it took 
some Aurora filmgoers a few seconds 
to absorb what was happening. “My 
head and body weren’t connecting,” 
one audience member in an adjacent 
theater said Friday, recalling why she 
didn’t immediately run out. 

The events in Colorado aren’t just 
another case of how life imitates art, 
or how movies influence behavior, or 
even how moviegoing lulls us into 
suspended states of sensory over- 
load and passivity.
